RCMP have concluded combing a camp¬ 
ground west of Edmonton in their hunt 
for a couple missing for almost three 
weeks. 

Sgt. Tim Taniguchi says investigators 
felt it was necessary to search the area 
near Nojaclc, which is not far from where 
police arrested a person of interest in the 
case earlier this week. 

But he can’t say what — if anything — 
was found, because the investigation into 
the whereabouts of Lyle and Marie Mc¬ 
Cann continues. 

Taniguchi also says Travis Edward Vad¬ 
er is now in custody at the Edmonton Re¬ 
mand Centre. 

He says the 38-year-old has been ques¬ 
tioned by officers with the major crimes 
unit, but details of the interview can’t be 
released either.

Kosovo 
as nation 
wins nod 
from UN 

O International court deems Balkan 
country’s independence legal 
O Serbia ‘won’t recognize’ ruling 


Kosovo won a major victo¬ 
ry on the world stage 
Thursday as the United Na¬ 
tions’ highest court said its 
2008 declaration of inde¬ 
pendence from Serbia was 
legal. 

The nonbinding opinion 
by the International Court 
of Justice sets the stage for 
Kosovo to renew its ap¬ 
peals for further interna¬ 
tional recognition. The 
tiny Balkan countiy has 
been recognized by 69 
countries, including the 
United States and most Eu¬ 
ropean Union nations. It 
needs 100 for full state¬ 
hood. 

“Kosovo’s historic victo- 
ly should not be felt as loss 
in Belgrade,” Kosovo Prime 
Minister Hashim Thaci 
said, calling the ruling 
“the best possible answer 
for the entire world.” Koso¬ 
vo’s foreign minister, Slc- 
ender Hyseni, said upon 
leaving the court, “my 
message to the govern¬ 
ment of Serbia is ‘Come

and talk to us.’” 

Serbia quickly de¬ 
nounced the ruling and 
vowed it would never rec¬ 
ognize Kosovo as separate. 

The United States said 
the ruling was “a judg¬ 
ment we support,” accord¬ 
ing to State Department 
spokesman P.J. Crowley. 
“Now it is time for Europe 
to unite behind a common 
future.”

Canada’s economy is 
slowing much faster than 
previously expected, the 
Bank of Canada said Thurs¬ 
day in a bleak outlook that 
stresses mounting risks 
from Europe’s debt crisis 
and a possible global stall. 

Still, the bank said it 
does not expect to back¬ 
track on its current trend 
to higher short-term inter¬ 
est rates. Bank of Canada’s 
key rate has risen half a 
point since early June, in¬ 
cluding a quarter-point 
hike on Tuesday. 

The Bank of Canada’s 
benchmark rate remains 
extremely low by historical 
standards, after it was low¬ 
ered to a record low of 0.25 
per cent in mid-2009 to 
stimulate borrowing and 


the help the economy re¬ 
cover from a major reces¬ 
sion. 

“The projection includes 
a gradual reduction in 
monetaiy stimulus consis¬ 
tent with achieving the in¬ 
flation target” of two per 
cent, the bank states in its 
quarterly monetaiy policy 
report. 

The 28-page document 
makes clear that the Bank 
of Canada’s governing 
council sees conditions in 
Canada and around the 
world deteriorating since 
it’s last assessment in 
April, and risk factors in¬ 
tensifying. 

Canada’s economy is al¬ 
ready in the midst of a 
sharp pull-back compared 
with the strong 6.1 per 


cent acceleration that oc¬ 
curred in the first three 
months of 2010, the bank 
says. 

It estimates the just- 
ended second-quarter 
growth will come in at 
three per cent, almost a 
full percentage point be¬ 
low what the bank forecast 
in April. 

As well, the current 
third quarter — spanning 
the July to September peri¬ 
od — will be even weaker 
with a 2.8 per cent expan¬ 
sion. That’s seven-tenths of 
a point below the previous 
forecast, the Canadian press

For Paul Rudd, the decision 
to star in Jay Roach’s new 
comedy, Dinner for 
Schmucks, was an easy one.

THE TROUBLE WITH THE WEIRD SISTERS 



The old song lyric 
"Two different faces, 
but in tight places, we 
think and we act as 
one” pretty much 
sums up the bond 
often shared by 
sisters. 


N o matter 
how close 
the connec¬ 
tion—or 
how many 
sterling sil¬ 
ver “sisters are a forever 
friend” catch bangle mes¬ 
sage bracelets are 
exchanged — there is 
bound to be some tension 
between sibs from time to 


time. Even the tagline for 
this weekend’s kid come¬ 
dy Ramona and Beezus — 
“A little sister goes a long 
way”— suggests some 
good natured conflict be¬ 
tween the girls. Here’s a 
look at other kinds of cin¬ 
ematic sibling rivalry. 

Whatever Happened to 
Baby Jane? 

If sisters are blossoms in 
the garden of life as one 
poet said, then Jane Hud¬ 
son must be a poison ivy 
plant. Played to great 
creepy effect by Bette 
Davis — wearing an inch 
of thick pasty make-up — 
Jane was ranked #44 on 
the AFI’s 50 Best Villains 
list. As she descends into 
madness she keeps her sis¬ 
ter Blanche (Joan 



Crawford) captive and 
even tries to make her eat 
her pet parakeet for 
lunch. The movie is great 
campy fun — one critic at 
the time wrote, “it some¬ 
times looks like a poison¬ 
ous senior citizen show 
with over-the-top spoiled 
ham”— but the behind- 
the-scenes stories are 


almost as psychotic as 
anything on screen. The 
aging divas couldn’t stand 
one another and fought 
constantly. Davis “acciden¬ 
tally” kicked Crawford in 
the head, requiring stitch¬ 
es and Crawford weighted 
down her clothes for the 
scene where Jane has to 
drag Blanche causing 
Davis to suffer a muscular 
backache. In 1991 the 
movie was remade with 
real life sisters Vanessa 
and Lynn Redgrave in the 
lead roles. 

Sisters 

Where would sister 
movies be without “the 
evil twin”? Sisters, Brian 
De Palma’s ode to deviant 
sororal behaviour may 
well be the Citizen Kane 


of the genre. On one hand 
we have Danielle (Margot 
Kidder), a French/Canadi¬ 
an model and one half of a 
set of Siamese twins. Then 
there’s the murderously 
mad Dominique (also Kid¬ 
der), who fools her prey 
into thinking she is the 
demure Danielle before... 
well, going murderously 
mad on them. Unlike 
Whatever Happened to Ba¬ 
by Jane, the low budget 
Sisters failed to garner any 
Academy Award nomina¬ 
tions, but it did earn Kid¬ 
der one of the most florid 
lines of film criticism ever. 
“Margot Kidder has a 
demon-slut's curly lips,” 
wrote The New Yorker, 
“and knows how to turn 
on the sexiness with a 
witch's precision.”

O Long-awaited Danger Mouse project carries heavy baggage © Album 
delayed by legal issues and suicides of Mark Linkous and Vic Chesnutt 



It’s hard not to think of the 
long-awaited Dark Night of 
the Soul as a tragic album. 

First delayed by legal 
wrangling, then indelibly 
marked by the suicides of 
co-creator Mark Linkous 
and contributor Vic Ches¬ 
nutt, the album carried 
some heavy baggage when 
it finally came out last 
week. 

Yet Brian Burton says he 
can separate the experience 
of listening to the album 
from the emotions he’s left 
with since Linkous’ death 
earlier this year. So when 
he hears his favourite cut, 
Revenge, and the way Flam¬ 
ing Lips frontman Wayne 


Coyne lays down a heart¬ 
breaking vocal, the produc¬ 
er who works as Danger 
Mouse flashes to one of 
his happiest moments 
with his close friend. 

“It’s just a great song,” 
Burton said. “There’s just 
something about it. And it 
makes me think of Mark a 
lot in a heavy kind of way, 
but I don’t get sad about it. I 
just remember the two of 
us, when we first heard 
what Wayne did with it, us 
celebrating and everything. 
It was really great.” 

With it’s dark themes 
and haunting beauty, the al¬ 
bum already cast a melan¬ 
choly spell. Years in the

Yet 
viewed through the prism 
of real-life events, the al¬ 
bum takes on deeper mean¬ 
ing. Linkous, who recorded 


acclaimed songwrit¬ 
ers who were des¬ 
tined to get their 
widest exposure yet 
upon the release of 
Dark Night. 

Chesnutt, who 
forged a heralded 
and unlikely career 
following a car 
crash that left him mostly 
paralyzed, killed himself on 
Christmas after years of de¬ 
pression that included oth¬ 
er suicide attempts. 
Linkous also dealt with de¬ 
pression and shot himself 
in March, the associated press 


A s I trooped in¬ 
to a Rush con¬ 
cert last week, 
I ran across a 
sign that read 
“$10 TICKETS! 
NO SERVICE CHARGE!!! 
TONIGHT ONLY!!!” Sting 
tickets were being offered 
at $40 while $20 would 
get me in to either the 
Slayer/Megadeth or Dis¬ 
turbed/Stone Sour double 
bills. “It’s come to that, 
huh?” remarked a guy 
next to me. 

Yes, it has. With CD 
sales in an irreversible 
death spiral, performers 
are hoping to make up the 
difference in revenue 
from tours. But with so 
many acts playing so 
many shows at a time 
when the economy is slug¬ 
gish, there’s a glut of gigs. 

It’s been especially 
tough in the U.S. (Canada 
has weathered things a lit¬ 
tle better.) The landscape 
is littered with canceled 
shows (Eagles, Rihanna, 
Christina Aguilera, Jonas 
Brothers, American Idol’s 
“Idols Live”) and tours 
that have been postponed 
(U2 because of Bono’s 
back bad, Limp Bizkit be¬ 
cause nobody cared). 
Meanwhile, others — 
Lilith Fair has been in the 
news a lot — are limping 
along, discounting tickets 
and/offering enticements 
(Two-for-one! Free pizza!) 
to boost attendance. 

And it’s not just the 
economy. Fans are tired of 
high ticket prices, service 


charges (What the hell is 
a “convenience fee?”), 
overpriced VIP offerings 
and the niclcel-and- 
diming that comes with 
the concert experience, 
like parking and conces¬ 
sions. 

Fans are also frustrated 
by not being able to get 
good seats to see their 
favourite bands. No mat¬ 
ter how fast they’re on 
the phone or online when 
tickets sales start, they 
know that the best seats 
will somehow magically 
end up with resellers and 
scalpers. They’re also con¬ 
fused by some of the new 
ticket pricing models be¬ 
ing rolled out in some 
markets. Instead of the 
standard fixed price struc¬ 
ture for a given show, 
ticket prices are being 
sold like airline tickets us¬ 
ing yield management 
techniques. The price of 
any seat can fluctuate de¬ 
pending on demand and 
how close to the gig 
you’re making the pur¬ 
chase. Your ticket may 
have been $100 but the 
dude next to you paid just 
$35. 

Meanwhile, artists are 
visiting the same market 
two or more times on a 
given tour. How many 
times would you pay to 
see the same show? 

It’s not all bad. Justin 
Bieber, Lady Gaga and 
Rush have been doing all 
right. But the summer of 
2010 is going to be one 
most industry people 
would rather forget. 


Brasstronaut finds balance of space and sound

Compared to the shuffling, 
acoustic sound of their de¬ 
but EP, Brasstronaut’s new 
album Mt. Chimaera is an 
album of techno-lilce preci¬ 
sion. 

The album came togeth¬ 
er during a winter artistic 
residency at the Banff Cen¬ 
tre, where the band spent 
months stripping down lay¬ 
ers of sound. Singer and 


keyboard player Edo Van 
Breemen explained the six- 
member group pruned 
what began as dense com¬ 
positions, a challenging 
process much different 
than that used on 2008’s 
Old World Lies. 

“(Mt. Chimaera) took 
eight months to mix ... and 
became a very subtractive 
process. We had lots more 
overdubs on our initial 
recording, and it was hard 
to decide what to add and 
what to change,” explained 


Van Breemen. 

The resulting album re¬ 
flects this meticulous ap¬ 
proach to production — no 
surprise given Van Bree- 
man’s long-term interest in 
German techno. A careful 
balancing of sound and 
space recalls groups like 
Wilco or Spoon that focus 
on arrangements as much 
as individual instruments. 
Listen for the drop in Slow 
Knots leading to a key¬ 
board and vocal-led break¬ 
down and a rapid 


percussive burst. The ele¬ 
ments may have emerged 
from the band’s jam space, 
but they sound just as in¬ 
spired from the dynamics 
of electronic music. 

“(In production, we used 


an) intense layering of 
sound — of swirling 
sounds and textures — and 
in that way, the album is a 
little like electronic music. 
We focused on adding and 
subtracting elements in a

Spain’s delightful tradi¬ 
tion of tapas has crossed 
the ocean and found a 
home in North America.

And now 
home cooks can 
make them too 
with the release of 
a new cookbook 
devoted to the 
tasty morsels.

Raij, a native of 
Argentina, and 
Montero, who is 
from Spain, con¬ 
tributed recipes to 
The Book of Tapas 
by Simone and In- 
es Ortega 

(Phaidon, $45, 
hardcover). 

As spokesperson 
for the publica¬ 
tion, which boasts 
more than 250 recipes 
and 150 illustrations, Raij 
is considered one of the 
foremost tapas chefs on 
the continent. 

“We are very inspired 
by the regional cuisine of 
Spain and so many classic 


dishes are reflected in the 
tapas we create,” she says. 
“That is what I love about 
tapas bars because they 
can make the creators 
think outside the box.” 

The book features au¬ 
thentic recipes for famous 
dishes like gambas al ajillo 
(garlic shrimp) and patatas 
bravas (potatoes with 
spicy sauce). 

Spanish ingredients 
used to make the small 
bites include Serrano 
ham, salt cod, chorizo 
sausage, octopus as well as 
a selection of vegetables.

“A tapa can pack a lot of 
flavour,” says Raij.

O Edmonton Indy race an 
important one for Dixon, Franchitti 


Scott Dixon and Dario 
Franchitti, dominant bully 
boys on the IndyCar block 
for two years running, 
plan to make Sunday’s 
Honda Indy Edmonton the 
first step toward beating 
series leader Will Power 
and regaining some lost 
swagger. 

“Last year was an excep¬ 
tional year because Scott 
and I won over half the ra¬ 
ces and the champions¬ 
hip,” Franchitti said in an 
interview Thursday. 

“We haven’t managed 
that kind of domination 
this year, but we’re both in 
the fight for the cham¬ 
pionship and we’re both 
hell-bent on bringing that 
back.” 

Franchitti won five ra¬ 
ces last year en route to his 
second IndyCar cham¬ 
pionship, but has finished 
first just once this season 
— at the Indianapolis 500. 

The 37-year-old Scots¬ 
man will be fighting to ke¬ 
ep pace with Power at the 
Edmonton event, which 
features 14 turns and 1.96 
miles on the City Centre 
Airport road course. 


Power, with Team Pen- 
slce, is IndyCar’s only mul¬ 
tiple race winner in 2010. 
The 29-year-old from Too¬ 
woomba, Australia has ta¬ 
ken four checkered flags 
in the first 10 races this ye¬ 
ar for 377 points. That’s 42 
more than second-place 
Franchitti, and 78 more 
than third-place Dixon. It’s 
not a substantial lead, con¬ 
sidering a win is worth 50 
points. 

Franchitti has been on 
the podium five times this 
year, but has otherwise se¬ 
en small mishaps keep 
him from the winner’s 
circle. 

“I think on the road and 
street stuff we’ve been just 
a little bit shy with the 
overall speed of the car, 
and some of that is defini¬ 
tely the set up,” said Fran¬ 
chitti. 

“Some races we’ve just 
had pretty bad luck. (At) Io¬ 
wa, we were leading the 
thing with a very domi¬ 
nant car and we had a ge¬ 
arbox failure (to finish 
18th). There’s little things 
like that.”
